REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Newfields, New Hampshire: 


I hereby submit my second annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools. ) 

The post-war era is presenting many problems, one 
of the most paramount being a new appraisal of public 
education. The public is making many demands of the 
schools; and the schools are making many demands of 
the public. This is a healthy and encouraging situa- 
tion, but one which we must all face realistically. What 
is the function of the modern rural school? This ques- 
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tion may be answered by a quotation from Frank W. 
Cyr in A Policy for Rural Education in the United 
States. ° | 
“It is important that the rural elementary school 
program meet effectively the needs of rural children. 
With each child, wherever he may live, the place to 
begin is with problems, issues and needs of concern 
to him. — Thus, the curriculum, appropriate for 
_rural schools should seek educational goals acceptable 
for all children; must grow out of present needs, in- 
terests, and experiences of the children; and should 
fully utilize the resources of the rural environment 
and rural living. In addition to training in the three 
R’s, the school should teach children to understand 
‘their environment, their local community, and the 
problems which they face as a part of human society. 
The three R’s ought to be taught in such a manner as 
to function in everyday living. The school should 
make provision for an adequate health program and 
the services which such a program requires. It should 
provide opportunity for wide reading and for such 
cultural offerings as art and music.” 

If the schools are to fulfill these objectives, those re- 
sponsible for the educational program must have the 
support and understanding of the public. It is essential 
that funds be secured from either local or state sources 
so that increased costs of education may be met with- 
out curtailing the educational program. It is likewise 
desirable to have a closer relationship between the pub- 
lic and the schools. Citizens and parents should take 
time to visit more frequently and to discuss mutual ~ 
problems with the teachers in order that there may be 
the fullest cooperation between the home and the school. 

The school year, 1946-47, opened with two new 
teachers. Miss Laura Sewall replaced Mrs. Keens in 
grades 4-6, and Mrs. Leona Foster was engaged to teach 
music. Miss Barbara Wilson returned as teacher of 
the three lower grades. Newfields is fortunate to have 
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a complete staff of experienced teachers in this period 


—» of defiinte shortage. It is predicted that the supply of 


elementary teachers will grow progressively acute for 
at least five years. Only by paying salaries which will 
induce capable people into the profession, can we hope 
to have a supply of qualified teachers to meet the de- 
mands of New Hampshire communities. 

Mrs. Sheehy was persuaded to continue as school 
nurse for one more year. Her capable and efficient work 
‘in the administration of the health program should be 
fully appreciated by parents and citizens. 

I wish to commend once more the work of the Par- 
ent-Teacher Association. There is no better way to 
secure cooperation between home and school than 
through an active organization of this type. 

May I call your attention to the statistical tables 
which follow this report. They should be of general in- 
terest. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the citizens of New- 
fields, the members of the School Board, and the teach- 
ers for their cooperation and support throughout the 
past year.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


To the School Board of Newfields, N. H.: 


Following is the-report of the school nurse from 
January, 1946, to January, 1947. 


At the beginning of the year first aid supplies are 
placed in the school to be used for the pupils. 

During the early autumn all children are weighed 
and measured and given tests and hearing. They are 
weighed and measured again in the winter and spring. 
All weights and heights are recorded in the classroom. 
Frequent classroom: inspections are made of hair and 
skin. 

All children are examined for physical defects such 
as defective teeth, diseased tonsils, underweight, pos- 
ture and orthopedic.

All children are vaccinated against small-pox. 
42 children are innoculated against diphtheria. 


A dental clinic was held during March and April and 
another one in December. All children were carried to 
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and from the clinic in Exeter by the school nurse who is 
with them during the clinic and who assists the dentist 
with all the work. 


Bi-weekly visits are made to the school, also many 
visits are made between these visits when necessary. 
Home visits are made to school children for corrective 
work or sickness. Transportation of pupils to eye spe- 
cialist is made for examination and fitting of Blass: 
whenever necessary. <ahoe 


Cod liver oil is given in school to all children who are 
in need of it. Many children are having milk in the 
school. The Parent-Teacher Association is sponsoring 
these projects and the dental clinics.

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HELP YOUR FOREST FIRE WARDEN PREVENT 
FIRES — IT PAYS! 


Prevention is one of the most important phases of 
all fire effort. This is particularly true of forest fire 
control work. Preventing forest fires preserves val- 
uable forest growth and other property, conserves man 
power and permits their use in productive channels, 
sayes_ taxpayers’ money and conserves fire fighting 
equipment. raw 

The prevention of forest fires is the most important 
and difficult part of the work of your forest fire warden 
who heads a local organization set up primarily for the 
security of your community’s forest property. Appoint- 
ed by the State Forester, upon recommendation of the 
Selectmen, he is charged by law with the responsibility 
of local administration of forest fire laws, fire preven- 
tion and suppression. In his work he is aided by deputy 
forest fire wardens who, in emergency, may assume his 
power and authority.. The warden is guided in his work 
by instructions received from the State Forester and by 
the District Fire Chief who represents the State For- 
ester. 

The importance and value of the work of the forest 
fire warden and his deputies is, perhaps, best appreciat- 
ed during hazardous periods when fire danger is great- 
est. The public, however, looks to him at all times for 
speedy and economical suppression of going fires. 

To properly fulfill his mission, the warden needs the 
generous and understanding cooperation of the public 
at large. He attempts to secure this cooperation by the 
posting of caution notices, news items and by word of 
mouth, always carefully explaining the necessity of 
restrictions imposed. In the matter of giving coopera- 
tion, however, the public often fails. The record shows 
that an average of 7,300 acres of woodland are burned 
over by forest fires in New Hampshire each year. Analy- 
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sis of fire causes reveal the fact that more than 98 per 
cent of all forest fires are, consistently, the result of hu- 
man carelessness and are preventable. 

The careless smoker fails to properly extinguish his 
cigar, cigarette or pipe ashes or thoughtlessly throws 
them from the car window; the debris burner fails or 
refuses to consult the warden, as the law requires when 
the ground is not covered with snow, before attempting 
to burn; campers fail to properly extinguish their fires 
or frequently build fires when conditions are unfavor- 
~ able. 


The elimination of human causes from the forest 
fire problem is the answer. This is not as difficult of 
accomplishment as it might appear at first glance. Let 
each one who reads this — 


1. Use ordinary common sense with fire in and near 
woodland. 


2. Comply with requirements on the use of fire in 
and near woodland and when the ground is not covered 
with snow, secure written permission to burn from the 
forest fire warden. 


3. Be careful when smoking in or near woodlands. 
Don’t throw lighted material from moving vehicles. 


4. Cooperate with and assist the warden and urge 
others to do so. 


5. HELP YOUR FOREST FIRE WARDEN PRE- 
VENT FIRES — his efforts are only as effective as is 
the cooperation you give him!

To Forest Fire Warden — The above item has been pre- 
pared for publication in your annual town report.
